By a v ote of 164 to 13 the house 
passed a m easure boosting the base 
pay of all arm y, nav y, coast guard 
and m arine personnel. 
The increases range from 50 per­ 
cent for priv ates and 
apprentice 
seamen to 10 
percent for 
m ajor 
generals and rear adm irals. 
No trouble for the pay-raise bill 
was expected in the senate. 
To offset further any possible de 
ficit in arm y m anpower, a new pro­ 
posal—to create a U nited 
States 
Foreign Legion sim ilar to tha t of 
France—was drafted by Rep. Case 
(R-SD ). 
Case's bill, sent to the house m il­ 
itary com m ittee and expected to 
gather dust there, calls for a for­ 
eign legion of 500,000 men to take 
ov er m uch of Uncle S am ’s m ilitary 
work abroad.

1. The Council had made no find­

tigation under the charter.

Many peo ple are apt to gro ssly ex aggerate the mo ney made by 
business.

The carriers requested action by 
a three-judge court and tiie court
